Common sense, spurred by reminders of mili- 


tarists, is warning the nation that the reflex 
action of two preceding wars in this century 
will not be worth much in the event of a third 
war. 
It will not be enough this time to crush 


the enemy eventually with a rising tide of 
American war production and manpower.-This 
time, "eventually" is likely to be day after to- 
morrow. 


In other words, the United States is begin- 


ning to realize that ever-larger appropriations 
of money aren't the answer to this problem of 
national emergency. It isn't going to be enough 
to bribe the Francos and butter up the doubt- 
ing Thomases with shiploads of desirable sup- 
plies. Lend-lease will not be regarded as an 
inspired way to bolster up allies so much as it 
will be appraised as a handy way for wavering 
allies to get what they need. 


War contracts won't mean anything unless 


they call for the right tools. That will entail 
close, careful planning, reflecting sound strate- 
gic decisions. From now on, vast spending is 
just as likely to be a betrayal of national secur- 
ity as an assurance of progress. 


Money can be appropriated by the mere cast- 


ing of a vote. The United States also is going 
1o need wholesale appropriations of intelli- 
gence, purpose, principle and high resolve. And 
that ian't so easy as just voting.

In fact, peace cam- 
paigns instigated by Soviet Rus- 
sia over the years have been slo- 
ganized perversions of a war-like 
characters. For i n s t a n c e , the 
Against War And Fascism, an in- 
ternational arm of Soviet Russia, 
was an intervention in the affairs 
of the United States, designed to 
weaken this country. 


In 1939, when the Hitler-Stalin 


alliance was formed, this league 
became an instrument of Nazi 
propaganda in the guise of peace. 
Its strongest propaganda instru- 
ment, when World War II started, 


THIS Soviet Russia sought to 


accomplish with the petition, the 
Stockholm pledge, widely signed 
in this country by prominent 
names. This actually is nothing 
more than a public relations 
movement to create and acceler- 
ate public opinion against the use 
of the atomic bomb by the United 
States, even in self-defense. 


Many who signed that docu- 


ment thought that they were ap- 
pending their names in support 
of peace. I have a letter from • 
young lady, 20 years old, a stu- 
dent at a college, who writes me: 


"I am terribly upset by your 


statement's, on last night's broad- 
cast, concerning the Stockholm 
pledge. Very stupidly, but inno- 
cently, I signed it, about a week 
ago. 
There are many idealistic 


young people exactly like me who 
are doing the same thing. What 
can be done to rectify my blund- 
er, and to prevent others from 
doing the same. . . ." 
* Naturally, these young people 
want peace. When I was a stu- 
dent at Columbia University — it 
seems centuries ago—I joined the 
collegiate anti-militarism league. 


We wanted peace, too. Our 


country wanted peace. How much 
peace has there been since 1914? 
Always a new enemy arises, a 
new force that seeks to build 
world empire by force. 


The aggressor camouflages his 


intentions with whatever means 
are available to him. And the 
slogan is a means which can do

developing new laws by compromise. It was 
a body making decisions about matters of right 
and wrong. There could be, therefore, no com- 
promise, no legalistic maneuvering to make one 
member accept an injustice.

Idaho voters are choosing nomi- 


nees for two U.S. Senate seats 
today in a primary marked by lo- 
cal bitterness and national inter- 
est 


National attention was drawn 


to the race Senator Glen Taylor, 
running mate on Henry Wallace's 
Progressive ticket in the 1948 
presidential election, is making 
for Democratic renomination. 


Interest was heightened, too, by 


the fact that both national poli- 
tical parties are hoping to pick 
up strength in the Senate when 
Idaho chooses between Republi- 
can and Democratic nominees in 
November. 


There are also primaries today 


in Arkansas and Nebraska, but 
they drew comparatively little 
out-of-state interest. 


The two Senate seals involved 


in the Idaho voting are those 
held by Mr. Taylor and by Re- 
publican Senator Henry Dwor- 
shak. The race for the latter is 
for four years, as Mr. Dworshak 
is now serving by appointment 
following a vacancy caused by 
death. 


Mr. Taylor's Democratic oppon- 


ents for the six-year term are 
former senator D. Worth Clark 
and Representative Compton I 
White. 


Running in the Republican pri- 


mary for the six-year nomina- 
1ion are Governor C. A. Robins, 
Representative John Sanborn and 
State Senator Herman Walker. 


Republicans, as well as Mr. 


Clark, have accused Mr. Taylor 
of hob-nobbing with Communist- 
front oiganizations. Mr. Taylor, 
a former cowboy and tent show 
actor, has denied it. He declared 
himself back in the Democratic 
party after his 1948 outing with 
Mr Wallace's Progressives. 


Idaho voters also are iiominat-

scuts and all state offices, includ- 
iiu' the Eovcrnorship.

Only six of Kentucky's 120 


counties failed to give pluralities 
to successful candidates for the 
Democratic and Republican nomi- 
nations for the U. S. Senate in 
Saturday's primary.

put the doughboys on a par with 
pilots and other Air Force mem- 
bers who get 50 per cent extra 
pay for their hazardous duty.
